Proposal Needs Approval From Planning Board 
And Zoning Board Of Appeals

The Conservation Com- 
mission recently gave its 
approval to a_ nine-unit 
residential development on 
Washington Street. 

The commission  ap- 
proved the project during 
its meeting on July 7. The 
project still requires approv- 
al from the Planning Board 
and the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

The nine units would 
be constructed at 190-196 
Washington St. Those prop- 
erties currently contain an 
International Car Parts store 
and a former Settles Auto 
Glass shop. 

The nine proposed units 
would be located in two sep- 


arate buildings on the prop- 
erty, because of an easement 
the city has for a sewer main 
that runs under the site. 

The larger building 
would include eight town- 
house-style units running 
from the front to the back 
of the property. The ninth 
unit would be located in a 
separate building towards 
the rear of the property. Chi 
Man, the engineer for the 
project, told the Conserva- 
tion Commission the build- 
ings would be designed so 
their foundations would not 
impact the sewer line run- 
ning under the property. 

Each of the units would 
have a garage on the ground 
level with additional park-

Christopher Cassani will 
be leaving his position as 
the director of Quincy’s traf- 
fic and parking department 
this week as he prepares to 
move to Arizona. 

Cassani’s last day as the 
leader of the city agency 
— formally known as the 
Traffic, Parking, Alarm and 
Lighting Department, or 
TPAL — is Thursday, Mayor 
Thomas Koch said in a re- 
cent interview. 

“He’s given me his no- 
tice,” Koch said of Cassani. 
“He is moving to Arizona 
with his family.” 

Cassani began working 
for the city in 2008 when 
Koch first came into office, 
beginning as the mayor’s 
executive assistant and later 
becoming the head of con- 
stituent services. In 2013, he 
was named the executive di-

rector of the Park, Forestry 
and Cemetery Departments, 
a position he held until leav- 
ing for a job in the private 
sector in 2016. 

In January 2018, Cas- 
sani returned to the city to 
run TPAL, which is also re- 
sponsible for fire alarms and 
streetlights in addition to 
managing traffic and park- 
ing. Koch credited Cassani 
for his role in bringing the 
department together. 

“Chris worked hard. He 
was dedicated. He always 
had a thought or opinion on 
things,” the mayor said. 

“When we combined 
those departments, it was 
kind of a first, so he did a 
nice job putting it together, 
bringing the parties together 
and creating the new mis- 
sion going forward and |

The area between the two 
buildings, above the sewer 
easement, would be used for 
guest parking. 

The project had to go 
before the Conservation 
Commission because of the 
site’s proximity to the Town 
Brook.

SCAM ALERT #1: DOOR TO DOOR SCAMS 

Warm weather is here which means door-to-door sales 
crews are here, too. But what they’re selling isn’t always 
legit. 

Be cautious anytime a stranger comes knocking, espe- 
cially if the visitor is trying to sell you goods or services. Be 
wary of contractors who say they stopped by because they 
just happened to be in the neighborhood. The good ones are 
usually too busy to roam around in search of work. Also be 
on guard for high pressure tactics to make a quick decision 
for a steep discount, and requests for payment upfront. Your 
best bet is to proactively seek out services if you need them, 
versus reacting to an unexpected sales pitch. It’s always 
okay to explain you don’t do business at your front door (or 
to not answer when strangers knock). 

SCAM ALERT #2: PROTECT YOUR DEVICE, 

PROTECT YOURSELF 

Many scams originate right at your fingertips through 
your computer or smartphone. The good news is the way to 
block them is also within your grasp. Here are three tips to 


Make sure your devices’ operating systems are up to 
date; you should be able to set an auto-update feature that 
downloads the latest software when available. Next, make 
sure to change the password on your Wi-Fi router so it’s dif- 
ferent from the password it came with. If you have a lot of 
devices connected to it, they could be vulnerable if the rout- 
er is compromised. Lastly, a password manager is a great 
way to create unique and hard-to-guess passwords for all of 
your online accounts and apps. 

SCAM ALERT #3: RENTAL CAR SCAMS 

America is open for business again and millions of peo- 
ple are traveling, or planning to. One thing you may run 
into is sticker shock — especially with rental cars. The lack 
of travel in 2020 led rental companies to sell a lot of their 
inventory of cars. Now that demand has spiked, supply is 
tight and prices are high. 3 

Unfortunately, criminals are paying attention and post- 
ing fake rental car deals at rock bottom prices online. While 
everyone loves a good deal, doing business with an enti- 
ty you aren’t familiar with could be risky. Whatever your 
travel needs, stick to reputable websites with proven track 
records. If you do find a deal with an unfamiliar provider, do 
your research: look up the company name with “scam” or 
“complaint” and see what appears, and check out reviews. 

SCAM ALERT #4: FREE TRIAL OFFERS, 
NEGATIVE OPTIONS 

Who doesn’t love something for free? But beware, that 
“free trial offer” might mean months of payments that you 
didn’t know you signed up for and will have a hard time 
canceling. These types of sales tactics are called negative 
options — a customer signs up for a free trial and unwit- 
tingly accepts a subscription — sometimes for a questionable 
product — often by not seeing a prechecked box in the very 
tiny print. 

When it comes to free trials, research before you enroll. 
Fully understand the terms and conditions by reading the 
fine print. Keep a close eye on your credit and debit card 
statements so you spot unexpected charges right away. Con- 
tact your bank or credit card company to address the issue; 
calling the company you inadvertently signed up for a sub- 
scription with will likely get you nowhere. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you can spot a scam, you can 
stop a scam.

Cont'd From Page | 
ation. It’s got passive recre- 
ation. It is a beautiful area. 

“The city’s parks have 
been well used for all the 
right reasons. We are an 
urban area and particularly 
during the pandemic we 
saw that people are looking 
for things to do outdoors. 
Where we are so tied in with 
the Quincy Shore Reserva- 
tion under the [DCR]...the 
group, when we looked at 
things, thought about tying 
it all together. 

“In the heat of a summer 
day, walking Quincy Shore 
Drive is difficult in the sun 
and dealing with some of 
the traffic pollution you get 
from the cars. If you had a 
route where you could go in 
off of Quincy Shore Drive, 
up Furnace Brook Parkway 
into the park, maybe out to 
Pine Island and back out to 
Grossman Park on the other 
side and have this beauti- 
ful area to walk and enjoy, 
I think would be phenom- 
enal.” 

While the bridge had 
been included in the master 
plan for Merrymount Park, 


Koch said the pandemic 
meant he could not meet 
with the community to dis- 
cuss the idea before the per- 
mitting process began. 

“I guess my point is we 
got a little ahead of our- 
selves. This has been talked 
about, the master plan, but 
then the pandemic hit — this 
isn’t an excuse, it’s just 
the reality — and we didn’t 
have the normal process of 
things,” he said. 

“Normally you would 
have a couple of community 
meetings about the master 
plan, but the permitting got 
a little bit ahead because 
the master plan has a bunch 
of things. For example, the 
culvert, the bridge that is 
on Southern Artery/Merry- 
mount Parkway by Furnace 
Brook is in need of complete 
repair. Congressman Lynch 
has gotten an earmark to 
replace that bridge. That is 
part of Merrymount Park. 
We have the sewer, water 
and gas main work that has 
been done on Merrymount 
Parkway. That is all part of 
Merrymount Park. 

“There are all these 
pieces that have been going 


on and the permitting got a 
little ahead of us.” 

The mayor said he with- 
draw the request based on 
opposition from Ward 5 
Councillor Charles Phelan 
Jr. and area residents. 

“As soon as I knew 
Chuck Phelan was opposed 
and the opposition from 
the neighborhood — though 
sometimes I think people 
that live right near the park 
sometimes think they have 
ownership of it, this is a 
citywide park, but I also 
want to be respectful of peo- 
ple that do live nearby it for 
any type of use that we have 
— so I have asked our team 
to withdraw things for now, 
let’s take a step back and re- 
view everything,” he said. 

The concept of building 
the bridge could be revisited 
in the future, Koch said. 

“It is possible,” the may- 
or answered when asked if 
he would resubmit the pro- 
posal at a later date. 

“What I would like to do 


‘is have some meetings with 


the neighborhood and the 
general population about 
what the big vision was. At 
the end of the day, I’m not 


going to push it down any- 
one’s throat in any regard. If 
the support isn’t there, then 
we will move on to some- 
thing else. There is plenty 
of things for me to do in the 
city, but it is a beautiful park 
location.” 

During the interview, 
Koch did push back against 
the idea that Pine Island is 
an area that has been left un- 
touched. 

“Quite frankly, the kids 
find their way out there. 
It has become a very big 
drinking area and the police 
really can’t get out there,” 
he said. 

“I think there are some 
folks who have been a little 
disingenuous, that it is this 
pristine bird area that has 
been undisturbed. That is 
not true. The kids are out 
there at low tide all the time 
partying. I bet if you went 
out there today you would 
find an awful lot of rem- 
nants of drinking materials. 

“But again, I respect the 
wishes of the councillor and 
the neighborhood. If the 
support isn’t there, we’re 
not going to push that hard 
on it.” 


THIS IS A 1908 postcard view of the Granite Railway 
Quarry in West Quincy. First known as Pine Hill Ledge, 
this quarry was opened about 1830 as the second source 
of granite for the Bunker Hill monument. By the time 
it closed in the 1940s, it had gained wide recognition 
for its fine grade of dark Quincy granite. Some historic 
landmarks made from its granite include: Minot Ledge 
Lighthouse off the Cohasset coast; the base building of 


Mass. 
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Boston’s Custom House with its 28 fluted columns; and 
the facade of the Omni Parker House Hotel in Boston. 
After it closed it became a favorite, albeit dangerous, 
swimming hole for youngsters from near and far until 
it was filled with Big Dig dirt in 2001. Today, its still 
protruding granite ledges attract large numbers of rock 
climbing enthusiasts.

The Generals Bridge To Nowhere 


As a Viet Nam Veteran Nurse and Gold Star Fam- 
ily member I feel compelled to write about the Generals 
Bridge. This outrageously expensive bridge is a dishonor to 
Veterans. If you wanted to honor veterans you could have 
spent the $36 million on Veterans services, not on a unnec- 
essary bridge. 

The Generals Bridge was originally budgeted at $7 mil- 
lion. It is now $36 million and counting, with engineering 
problems likely raising that price. The reason for this shock- 
ing expense, we are told, is the need to provide a roadway 
from the new parking garage. But we already have that 
new road, the Walter Hannon Parkway that goes directly to 
the existing functional bridge that goes to Burgin Parkway. 

The new bridge is less than a block from the existing 
functional bridge. It is also a “Bridge to Nowhere,” and will 
create endless additional traffic problems being so close to

the existing functional bridge. What were city and traffic 
planners thinking? What are budget and financing planners 
thinking? We do not need another bridge, and we can not 
afford it. 

This reminds me of the recent mayoral dysfunctional 
decision to abuse federal pandemic funding to build a new 
City Hall and Quincy College, instead of using this pan- 
demic funding for direct pandemic relief. Yet another dis- 
graceful expense that must be reversed immediately. Urge 
the mayor and city council to do so.

Generals Bridge: A Response From The Mayor 


Editor’s note: A copy of the following letter in response 
to Bonnie Gorman’s letter from Mayor Thomas Koch was 
emailed to The Quincy Sun for publication: 

Bonnie, 

Thank you for reaching out, and thank you for your ser- 
vice and sacrifice on behalf of our nation. I will have my 
office follow-up with you as we are honoring all those mem- 
bers of our community who served as part of the Generals 
Bridge and Park dedication ceremony in September. 

As for the specifics in your e-mail, perhaps the newspa- 
per was not clear but it’s not an accurate reflection of the 
scope of the project. The bridge itself is only a small portion 
of that $36 million number that was reported, and it is en- 
tirely funded by state transportation funds not local tax dol- 
lars. It’s been part of the downtown master plan — long prior 
to naming it for the generals *- for more than a decade and 
it was going to happen regardless of our intention to honor 
our veterans and generals. It is not a “road to nowhere” but 
rather a necessary access point to unlock the private invest- 
ment potential of the entire former Ross Parking Garage 
area and also to provide direct access to Kilroy Square and 


its parking garage. There is more than 1 million square feet 
of development in the Ross area and the western side of 
Hancock Street included in the downtown master plan, and 
much of this would not be possible without a direct access 
point from Burgin Parkway. 

A lion’s share of the $36 million you mention is similarly 
attached to the downtown master plan, building the new 
underground infrastructure, roadway network, and public 
spaces in the Ross Area that make the private investment 
possible, including the Generals Park, which I truly believe 
you will enjoy in the end. This infrastructure work, which is 
paid for by tax revenue directly generated by private invest- 
ment in the downtown, will help support several hundred 
million dollars in new development. That’s a pretty good 
return On our investment, and a critical element to creating 
the jobs, activity and economic growth at the heart of our 
downtown efforts. 

Thank you again for sharing your thoughts.

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$200 Million

A potential $200 million plus development is seen for the 
Montclair Marshes area of North Quincy, if a planned com- 
puter center office building complex gets a final green light. 

It would mean the area alone would surpass the city’s 
current total property valuation of $194.5 million. 

“This would have the greatest favorable impact on the 
city’s real estate tax structure in history,” informed sources 
told The Quincy Sun.

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Movie Review: “The Boss Baby: Family Business’

Back in 2017, we were 
introduced to Ted Temple- 
ton aka The Boss Baby 
(Alec Baldwin). The charac- 
ter, an infant with a person- 
ality somewhere between 
Baldwin’s “Glengarry Glen 
Ross” character and his 
Donald Trump impression, 
was a fictionalized ver- 
sion of the younger brother 
of narrator Tim Temple- 
ton (now James Marsden, 
replacing Tobey Maguire 
from the original). Now 
Tim and Ted are all grown 
up and Tim has a wife (Eva 
Longoria) and two kids of 
his own. 

Older daughter Tabitha 
(Ariana Greenblatt) is go- 
ing to a competitive private 
school run by the demand- 
ing Dr. Armstrong (Jeff 
Goldblum) and pulling 
away from her well-mean- 
ing father and his overac- 
tive imagination. Younger 
daughter Tina is too young 
to talk, except when she 
turns out to be an employee 
of BabyCorp, the company

that employed Ted in the 
first movie (and voiced by 
Amy Sedaris). BabyCorp 
needs Tina, Tim, and Ted for 
an assignment, one that re- 
quires Tim to revert to child- 
hood and Ted to baby-hood. 
Well, the selling point of the 
movie wouldn’t make sense 
if Ted wasn’t back as a baby 
somehow. 

The mission (I can’t help 
but notice that BabyCorp 
usually uses Ted for spy/ 
secret agent stuff more than 
actual “business”) is to in- 
filtrate Tabitha’s school and 
uncover a nefarious plan by 
Dr. Armstrong. Armstrong 
is evil enough for running 
the school the way he does 
(the time-out room subjects 
children to Enya the way 
Guantanamo Bay blasts 
heavy metal), but he also has 
something more megaloma- 
niacal in mind. Goldblum 
is clearly having a blast 
voicing the villain, whose 
parentless existence allows 
him to indulge in unend- 
ing junk food. He has such 
a sweet tooth that he eats 


terials like leaves. Pull the 


sugar straight from the bag 
at one point. He also drinks 
nothing but soda, leading to 
a plot device I can only refer 
to as “Chekov’s Mentos.” 
Ted stays hard-headedly 
focused on the mission, the 
same way he’s been focused 
on business all his life and 
never had time for a family 
of his own. The more sen- 
timental Tim uses this rare 
second shot at childhood 
to subversively befriend 
Tabitha, who to his delight 
is smart and kind even when 
her parents aren’t around, 
but is also sadly insecure 
in her singing talents and a 
popular target for bullies. 
Tim gives her a crash course 
in music appreciation in the 
form of a musical number 
that frankly seems like it 
would have been more at 
home in Pixar’s “Soul” than 
it is here. I don’t know how 
Tabitha could fail to recog- 
nize her father just because 
he’s a child when he still 
has Marsden’s grown-up 
voice. Tim becomes more 
fixated on Tabitha’s solo at 


the upcoming Christmas 
pageant (July 4th weekend 
was not the most appropri- 
ate choice for this movie’s 
release) than he is on saving 
the world, leading to a fall- 
ing-out with Ted that will of 
course be resolved right be- 
fore the big finale. 

For an animated movie 
about talking babies, “The 
Boss Baby: Family Busi- 
ness” sure crams in a lot of 
story, side characters, and 
gags. In many ways that’s 
a.good thing. It proves that 
the movie isn’t afraid to be 
complex. But in other ways 
it’s a bad thing, because this 
movie seems overcrowded 
and unfocused — just like 
Tim’s mind. There’s imagi- 
nation to a number of se- 
quences, like in a chase 
through a crowded down- 
town on a pony that doesn’t 
respect Tim. And I suppose 
I laughed at a fair number 
of gags, maybe a third. But 
overall the movie is too low- 
brow and muddled. It’s not 
the worst choice for a fam- 
ily movie night, but Pixar’s

Keep Your Garden Looking _ Best All Summer ican fe 


Sumner means hot and 
often dry weather for many 
gardeners. Keep your gar- 
den looking its best with 
less water and maintenance 
throughout the summer. 

Spread a layer of organic 
mulch like leaves, evergreen 
needles or woodchips on the 
soil surrounding plants. This 


helps keep plant roots cool, 


conserves moisture, sup- 
presses weeds and improves 
the soil as it decomposes. 
Use a three- to four-inch 
layer of coarser material like 
wood chips and a thinner, 
one-inch layer of finer ma- 


mulch away from the trunk 
of the tree, stems of shrubs, 
and base of flowers and veg- 
etables. 

Water thoroughly to en- 
courage deep, drought tol- 
erant roots. Light, frequent 
watering promotes shallow 
roots, making plants more 
susceptible to drought and 
other environmental stress- 
es. 

Check new plantings ev- 


watering. Most plants thrive 
with an inch of water each 
week. Let soil moisture not 
the calendar be your guide. 
Adjust your watering prac- 
tices based on temperature, 
soil type and rainfall. 

Water gardens early in 
the day to reduce water lost 
to evaporation and the risk 
of disease. Consider using 
drip irrigation or soaker hos- 
es to apply water directly to 
the soil where it is needed.

Check containér gardens 
daily. Water thoroughly, 
until excess water exits 
through the drainage hole, 
whenever the top few inch- 
es of potting mix are dry. 
Succulents like to go a bit 
drier while moisture-loving 
plants prefer evenly moist 
soil. 

Continue weeding 
throughout the summer.

risk. 

Remove faded flowers 
(deadhead) to improve the 
plant’s appearance, encour- 
age more flowers or prevent 
reseeding. Self-cleaning 
plants like impatiens, cu- 
phea and calibrachoa need 
no deadheading to keep 
blooming. Columbine, Am- 
sonia and bee balm are a 
few perennials that produce 
lots of seedlings. Deadhead 
these and other plants that 
produce more seedlings 
than you desire. Stop dead- 
heading perennials in late 
summer or early fall to al- 
low seed heads to form. The 
seed heads add winter inter- 
est and many attract song- 
birds to the garden. 

Use twigs, decorative 
stakes, or other supports 
to keep tall, floppy plants 


standing tall in the garden. 
Take time to mask function- 
al supports so staked plants 
still look their best. Consid- 
er decorative stakes or con- 
vert found items into garden 
art that adds interest while 
keeping your plants upright. 

Don’t fret when some of 


your annuals stop bloom-' 


ing during the hotter days 
of summer. Lobelia, French 
marigolds, and sweet alys- 
sum are a few annuals that 
may stop flowering (heat 
stall) during hot weather. 
Continue to water and trim 
back as needed. Then wait 
for cooler temperatures and 
flowers to return. 

Add a few hanging bas- 
kets or containers for extra 
color and pizzazz. Place 
containers and hanging bas- 
kets in lackluster garden ar- 


an» rho as 
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eas like the front entrance, 
next to the patio or any- 
where a bit of fresh color is 
needed. 

Employ a few or all of 
these strategies to keep your 
garden looking its best. You 
will be amazed at the big 
impact such small efforts 
can provide.

AAA Reminder: Searing 
Heat Presents Danger 
To Children, Pets 


On average, 38 children 
younger’ than 15 die from 
heatstroke every year after 
being left in a hot vehicle. 

In both 2018 and 2019, 
a record number of 53 chil- 
dren died after being left 
unattended in steaming cars, 
and since 1998, 890 chil- 
dren have lost their lives 
due to vehicular heatstroke. 
Almost every state has ex- 
perienced a hot car-related 
death since 1998, and pets 


are vulnerable too. 

On a 90-degree day, leav- 
ing a child or pet in a car for 
less than ten minutes can 
prove fatal, because it takes 
just minutes for the inter- 
nal temperature of a closed 
vehicle--even with the win- 
dows cracked--to reach 115 
degrees. 

AAA reminds motorists 
to be especially vigilant to 
make sure children and pets 
are always safe.

Now is the time to plan 
and plant vegetables for a 
bountiful fall harvest. Plant- 
ing now extends the harvest 
season for greater yield 
without expanding the gar- 
den. 

Start by looking for va- 
cant spaces in the vegetable 
garden. Fill areas that were 
not planted this spring or 
replant rows of quick matur- 
ing vegetables like lettuce, 
spinach, radishes, and beets 
that have already been har- 
vested. Expand your search 
to other vacant spaces in 
flowerbeds, mixed borders, 
and containers. 

Select vegetables that 
will have sufficient time to 
reach maturity before your 
growing season ends. Sim- 
ply count the. number of 
days from planting to the 
date of the average first fall 
frost in your area. Those in 
frost-free areas can plant 
longer season crops that 
benefit from maturing dur- 
ing the cooler months of 
fall. 

Second plantings can be 
started from seeds or plants, 
if available. Check the back 
of the seed packet or plant 
tag to find out how many 
days each plant variety 
needs to grow and produce. 
Add a few weeks to allow 
time for harvesting. As long 
as there is enough time for 
the seeds to sprout, grow, 
and produce before the end 
of your growing season, 
they can be added to the 
garden. 


FOR A FALL harvest, plant areas in the ante that were not planted this spring or replant 
rows of quick maturing vegetables that have already been harvested.

Fill your late season 
garden with lots of vari- 
ety. Include root crops like 
beets, carrots, radishes, and 
turnips. Greens like leaf let- 
tuce, spinach, collards, kale, 
and chard provide the basis 
for a great fall salad and 
some make great additions 
to stir fries. Try onions, 
kohlrabi, cucumbers, broc- 
coli, cauliflower, cabbage, 
and sweet corn for some 
variety. Just make sure the 
seeds or transplants will 
have enough time to grow 


and produce. 
Some vegetables like 
broccoli, cauliflower, and 


Brussels sprouts taste better 
when grown and harvested 
during cooler months. These 
along with other vegetables 


like spinach, mustard, let- 
tuce, radishes, and leeks 
tolerate a light frost, giving 
you a longer harvest season. 

Wait for the soil to cool 
before planting lettuce and 
other vegetable seeds that 
require cooler temperatures 
to germinate. Or start the 
plants indoors and move 
them into the garden as 
transplants. Help keep the 
soil cool by mulching plant- 
ings with shredded leaves, 
evergreen needles, or other 
organic mulch. 

Water your gardens as 
needed throughout the sea- 
son. New plantings will 
need a bit more attention 
when establishing roots dur- 
ing the hofsummer months. 

Extend the harvest sea- 


son with a bit of frost pro- 
tection or added warmth as 
needed. Cover plantings 
with floating row covers 
that allow light and water 
through while trapping heat 
around the plants. 

Cold frames and high 
tunnels are other options 
that allow you to plant ear- 
lier and harvest longer. You 
will find ready-to-purchase 
options or instructions for 
creating your Own season 
extending growing system. 

Midsummer planting 
adds a few extra weeks, 
even months, to your har- 
vest season. You will en- 
joy the garden-fresh flavor 
while benefiting from the 
increased nutritional value 
of your fall meals.

fer) with 1/2 cup of chia seeds, a couple of 
tablespoons or so of maple syrup (or sweet- 
ener of choice) 2 teaspoons vanilla, 1/2 tsp 
nutmeg (optional).

Supports Amending Line Of Duty 
Death Benefit Police Officer Law 


As a former police of- 
ficer with over 28 years 
on the job, I was apprecia- 
tive of the state Senate ap- 
proving by a 40-0 vote an 
amendment (S2480) to the 
current law that gives a line 
of duty death benefit to a po- 
lice officer only if he or she 
were killed in a vehicular 
accident or killed in the line 
of duty by an assailant. The 
amendment would provide 
the benefit to any officer on 
duty who dies at the scene 


of an emergency regardless 
of whether it was a crash or 
an assault. 

The amendment is in re- 
sponse to the recent death 
of Worcester police of- 
ficer Manny Familia who 
drowned while trying to save 
a 14-year-old youth who 
also tragically drowned. 

If the House goes on to 
approve the bill and the gov- 
eror signs it, Officer Fa- 
milia’s family will receive 
an annual pension equal to 


the salary had he continued 
in his position at the time of 
his death. 

As Sen. John Keenan 
has stated, “This crucial 
legislation was sadly neces- 
sitated by the tragic death 
of Worcester Police officer 
Manny Familia...(who) died 
protecting his community, 
and we need to make sure 
we do our part to recognize 
his sacrifice.”

Urges Citizens To Support Educators, 
Email Officials About New QEA Contract

In this week’s issue of 
the Quincy Sun (7/8/21), I 
read about the recent settle- 
ment that the city reached 
with the police and firefight- 
ers’ unions. The city has 
agreed to a two year con- 
tract that gives the police 
and firefighters 0% for last 
year, and 3% for this com- 
ing fiscal year. 

The school department 
also wants to negotiate a 
2 year contract. Like the 
city offered the police and 
firefighters, they are also 
offering the Quincy Educa- 
tion Association 0% for last 
year, but they are offering 
them JUST 1.25% for this 
coming fiscal year! 

As a public school edu- 
cator who lives in Quincy 
but teaches in a different 
district, I find that this is an 
incredibly disrespectful and 
insulting offer to our city’s 
educators. It makes me 
wonder if the city believes 
that the work of educating 
the city’s children during a 
pandemic is less than half as 
valuable as policing its citi- 
zens and protecting prop- 
erty? 

,». In.the, same. issue, I read 


about a new special educa- 
tion school that’s being built 
to service approximately 
300 students, which is go- 
ing to cost the city tens of 
millions of dollars to build, 
staff, and maintain. While 
this sounds like a great 
school, if we have money 
for that, we surely have 
money to pay the educators 
who worked throughout a 
PANDEMIC. In addition, 
QPS still has over $1 mil- 
lion in federal relief monies 
from the 2020-2021 school 
year (which they have bud- 
geted for use NEXT school 
year) and will receive ap- 
proximately $23 million 
MORE in federal relief in 
the coming months. 

The city has the money, 
and it needs to support our 
excellent educators who 
have sacrificed and worked 
so hard throughout the most 
difficult circumstances 
imaginable in order to pro- 
vide an education to the 
city’s children and teens. 


People like to laud edu- 
cators and say how much 
they value our work, but 
then they don’t want to pay 
us. We are supposed to “do 
it for the children.” Why 
is that argument not: used 
with police and firefighters? 
Why don’t we expect that 
they “do it for the citizens?” 

Could it be because edu- 
cation is a female-dominat- 
ed field, while the police 
and firefighting fields are 
male-dominated?

Survivor Benefit?

Dear Rusty: My wife passed away in 2014. I’m 60 
years old and have been retired since August 2020. I know 
I’m entitled to survivor benefits, but my question relates 
to when to file for them. To say the information online is 
confusing is an understatement. Some background. My 
wife was born in 1960 and would have turned 62 next 
year. I was born in 1960 and turned 60 this past April. I 
do not plan on taking my SS until age 67 (I could wait 
until age 70 if it is more beneficial). I have not remarried. 
When should I file for survivor benefits to maximize the 
benefit? Signed: Surviving Husband 

Dear Surviving Husband: Survivor benefits reach 
maximum when you reach your full retirement age (67), 
but you can claim a reduced survivor benefit as early as 
age 60. The amount of your survivor benefit will be de- 
termined by a) the benefit your wife had earned up to the 
month she passed, and b) your age when you claim the 
survivor benefit. At age 67 you would get 100% of the 
amount your wife was entitled to when she passed; if you 
claim at age 60 you would only get 71.5% of the benefit 
amount your wife had earned up to her death. The reduc- 
tion may, or may not be, acceptable to you depending on 
your personal circumstances. 

First, you should be aware that if you claim your sur- 
vivor benefit before your full retirement age (FRA) and 
return to work, you’ll be subject to Social Security’s 
earnings test which limits how much you can earn before 


SS takes away some of your benefits. The earnings limit . 


for 2021 is $18,960 (changes annually) and if that is ex- 
ceeded SS will take back benefits equal to $1 for every 
$2 you are over the limit. The earnings limit applies until 
you reach your full retirement age, although the limit is 
much higher and the penalty less severe in the year you 
attain FRA. If your earnings prior to your FRA are high 
enough, it could disqualify you from receiving a survivor 
benefit. Of course, if you are not working and do not plan 
to return to work, the earnings test is not a concern. 

Assuming you are fully retired from working, here are 
some things to consider: > 

¢ Claiming your survivor benefit now at age 60 would 
permit you to receive 71.5% of the survivor benefit for at 
least 7 years (until you reach your FRA), or perhaps lon- 
ger until you are 70. Although the survivor benefit would 
be reduced, claiming it at age 60 would also permit you 
to delay taking your own Social Security benefit until age 
70 when your personal benefit would be 24% more than 
it will be at your FRA. The above would be prudent if 
your age 70 (or 67) benefit amount will be higher than 
the survivor benefit you would be entitled to at your full 
retirement age. 

¢ If your survivor benefit at your FRA would be more 
than your own benefit will be at age 70, then it would be 
wisest to maximize your survivor benefit. To maximize 
your survivor benefit you must wait until age 67 (your 
FRA) to claim it. If your full survivor benefit will be the 
highest you can get, then maximizing it by waiting until 
your FRA to claim it is your smartest move. 

So, as you can see, you have a choice of when to claim 
your survivor benefit. If your personal benefit at age 70 
would be higher, it would be wise to claim your survivor 
benefit first (at age 60) and collect the reduced survivor 


. benefit until you later switch to your own higher benefit. 


But if your survivor benefit at maximum would be more 
than your age 70 benefit, then waiting until your full re- 
tirement age of 67 to claim your survivor benefit would 
be your best choice.

threats. They had spoken to the reporting party and then re- — 24. 


sponded to a home on Burgin Parkway to speak with the 
alleged suspect. 

Officers were invited inside of the apartment to speak 
with the suspect of the original call. As they entered the 
apartment, Officer Graham observed another female inside 
of the apartment. The unknown female appeared to be under 
the influence of alcohol as she had slurred speech and glossy 
eyes. The female stated she was going outside to smoke and 
quickly exited the apartment. 

Immediately following her exit from the apartment, the 
resident (the alleged suspect in the initial threat report) be- 
came visibly upset and started crying. She stated she héd 
just been strangled by the female (defendant) that left the 
apartment. She showed officers multiple red marks and 
scratches around the front, both sides, and back of her neck 
area. The red marks and scratches appeared to be fresh and 
were slightly swollen and raised. Officer Graham asked her 
if she needed medical attention. She declined and just con- 
tinued to cry and say, “she choked me.” 

Officer Graham and Officer Hughes then exited the 
apartment in an attempt to locate the female. Officers ap- 
proached her and asked her what happened between her and 
the resident of the apartment. The defendant continued to 
show signs of impairment, having very slurred speech and 
not being able to complete sentences or answer questions at 
this time. She denied that anything happened between her 
and the resident. 

Officer Graham instructed her to put out her cigarette, 
stand up, and place her hands behind her back. Officer 
Graham then placed her into handcuffs. Officer Graham 
explained to the defendant that she was currently being de- 
tained. The defendant continued to exhibit signs that she 


was heavily intoxicated and became unsteady on her feet. 
Officer Hughes and Officer Graham then helped her sit back 
down on the steps. 

Officer Graham asked her if she would like medical at- 
tention, but she continued to be incoherent. Officers deter- 
mined that she needed further medical attention and request- 
ed an ambulance respond to their location. 

While waiting for Brewster Ambulance to arrive, the de- 
fendant became extremely agitated and volatile. She con- 
tinuously yelled obscenities at both officers, threatening to 
fight them if they took the handcuffs off of her. She contin- 
ued to yell so loudly that several neighbors in the surround- 
ing residences came out of their homes to see who was caus- 
ing the loud disturbance. She continued her erratic behavior, 
continuously pulling away from officers and attempting to 
move from her seated position on the stairs. 

While trying to restrain her, she spit at Officer Hughes 
and Officer Graham several times. She then kicked Officer 
Graham in the right knee. She continued to spit at officers so 
Officer Graham had to hold his hand in front of her face to 
prevent her spit from striking him anywhere other than his 
hand. The defendant then bit the palm of Officer Graham’s 
right hand and continued to try and bite Officer Hughes. 

At that time, Officer Graham notified Communications 
that the defendant was now under arrest and would need to 
be transported to the Quincy Police Station. The defendant 
had to be guided into a prone position on her stomach and 
eventually moved onto her side several times as she con- 


tinued to pull away from officers and try to stand up to get 
away. She v ae , Sy ally yaneponeee to the eet ig

Officer res then reentered the ee S saan 
and she thoroughly explained how the assault took place. 
She stated that she had returned to her home sometime in 
the early afternoon and the defendant was standing outside 
of her apartment door. The defendant has stayed with her in 
the past and she allowed her inside. The defendant was with 
her at the apartment for approximately five hours and had 
been drinking hard alcohol the entire time. 

At approximately 6 p.m., she asked the defendant to 
leave and she refused. The defendant then approached her 
and put both hands around her throat,-squeezed hard, and 
picked her up slightly off of the ground with her back up 
against the living room wall. The defendant then strangled 
her for what she believed to be 10 seconds and that she felt 
as though she was about to lose consciousness. 

The defendant released her and the resident ran across 
the living room to her couch where her dog was. The defen- 


‘dant followed her to the couch, grabbed her dog by its neck, 


and dropped it to the ground. The defendant then began to 
strangle her again with both hands. She stated that the’ de- 
fendant released her just before she lost consciousness. She 
stated that the assault took place just before Officer Graham 
and ‘Officer Hughes arrived to investigate the (unrelated) 
threats call. 

Officer Graham photographed the victim’s injuries. An 
ambulance arrived on scene and evaluated the resident, who 
refused medical transport. 

The 30-year-old female from Quincy was arrested and 
charged with the following: strangulation, cruelty to ani- 
mals, disorderly person, assault and battery on a police of- 
ficer, assault and battery with a dangerous weapon (shod 
foot), and knowingly resisting arrest.

Koch: Public Process Will Determine Munroe Building’s Future 


Koch said the city would 
close on the two properties 
imminently. He said a group 
would then be assembled to 
help determine what hap- 
pens on site in the future. 

“We told all the tenants 
[of the Munroe Building] 
relax right now,” Koch re- 
sponded when asked what 
would happen after the pur- 
chase of the properties is fi- 
nalized. 

“We are going to put 
a group together to take a 
good look at the needs go- 
ing forward, whether it is 
the college, the [National] 
Park Service is looking for 
a bigger footprint for a visi- 
tors center, our tourism op- 
eration has been looking for 
a bigger footprint, the glass 
[city hall] building is going 
to be needing a lot of, mil- 
lions of dollars, of repairs 
over the next several years 
— does it make sense to in- 
corporate that into that loca- 
tion? 

“We are going to put all 
that on the table and hash 
it all out and come up with 
some recommendations and 
go back to the City Coun- 
cil with a package and see 
where it goes.” 

Koch said Katherine 
Craven would likely lead 
the group that looks into the 
future of the Munroe Build- 
ing site. Craven, a mem- 
ber of the Quincy College 
Board of Governors and 
the chief administrative of- 
ficer at Babson College, was 
chosen by Koch in March to 
lead the building commit- 
tee that would have been 
responsible for planning the 
college’s new home. She 
was formerly the executive 
director of the University 
of Massachusetts Building 
Authority and was the ex- 
ecutive director of the Mas- 
sachusetts School Building 
Authority prior to that. 

“I expect there is going 
to be a lot of public meet- 
ings about it before we even 
go to the council,’ Koch 
said. “We will put a good 
group together — I still ex- 
pect Katherine Craven, who 
is on the Board of Gover- 
nors, to be part of that and 
probably lead that — and 
come up with things.” 

There is no timeline yet 
for that process, the mayor 
said. 

“We are going to take 
a step back now and take 
a look at the whole thing 
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of a calendar, timeline, go- 
ing forward. There is no ur- 
gency to it in a sense. We’re 
not up against a timeline,” 
he said. 

“What I was up against 
was securing the property. 
By securing that property 
now, it takes a little bit of 
the pressure off of any kind 
of a timeline.” 

In the interview, Koch 
defended his decision to buy 
the Munroe Building using 
ARPA funds. He said it was 
important for the city to pur- 
chase the property as efforts 
to redevelop Quincy Center 
progress and also suggested 
those who were critical of 
the purchase would have 
spoken against a private de- 
velopment there had the city 
not gone ahead with the ac- 
quisition. 

“First, let me say that if I 
am not being criticized, then 
I am not leading. I make de- 
cisions every day that are in 
the best interests, I think, of 
the city,” Koch said. 

“The success of our 
downtown in the southern 
portion is largely because 
we owned two major par- 
cels — we owned two major 
parking lots down there that 
allowed us to control our 
destiny going forward. We 
have taken what was a de- 
crepit downtown in decline 
and turned it around and it 
is actually transforming our 
city, and I thank everyone 
who has been involved in 
that. 

“The northern part of the 
Square, there are some ma- 
jor parcels, and the Munroe 
Building sits on Hancock 
Street with the rear door 
facing the Quincy Center 
station. It is a very crucial 
piece of real estate in the 
northern part of the district. 
Whether it is Quincy Col- 
lege, tourism, the Park Ser- 
vice, whatever entity that 
ends up in there, it is too 
important to let go. 

“I would suggest the 
same critics, if an announce- 
ment was made six months 
from now if I didn’t buy it, 
another developer came in 
and bought it and was build- 
ing a ten-story apartment 
house, ‘well, there goes 
the mayor building apart- 
ments and condos again,’ 
like I personally build these 
things. 

“This is two moves. One, 
it is a block move, because 
I don’t think we want to put 
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location. Two, it allows us 
to step back and consider 
what makes sense for the 
city on that parcel. 

“T still happen to believe 
in educational use with the 
college makes sense, but 
we are going to go through 
a process and make those 
decisions going forward. 
But, once the parcel is gone, 
that’s it. It is over. I don’t 
want to look back and say 
we should have made a 
move on that.” 

The city can use money 
from the American Rescue 
Plan Act to purchase the two 
properties, Koch added. 

““We ran it up the flagpole 
in the sense of ‘is this allow- 
able under the ARPA?’ Yes, 
it is. It absolutely is, on the 
tourism side and on the edu- 
cational side. It fits the cri- 
teria of the purchase,” Koch 
said. 

“And, for this kind of 
serious federal money, I 
believe we should be do- 
ing some serious things 
with it. The federal govern- 
ment expects us to spend it 
to help with the economy, 
to help with the issues that 
are identified in the act. We 
are checking all those boxes 
with this purchase. 

“I am very comfortable 
with it and I understand peo- 
ple have opinions and peo- 
ple are entitled to their opin- 
ions, but I would suggest 
those same critics would be 
critical if a developer went 
in there to try to build a ten- 
story apartment building. 
‘Just what we need, more 
apartments,’ they would say. 
Well, how do we control our 
destiny if we don’t control 
the parcel?” 

The mayor also high- 
lighted efforts the city un- 
dertook to help the com- 
munity amid the pandemic, 
such as partnering with Ma- 
net Community Health 
Center on testing and vac- 
cinations and providing fi- 
nancial assistance to hospi- 
tality workers and grants to 
small businesses. 

“By the way, for those 
critics, you show me any 
community that did more 
for the people and the busi- 
nesses of the community. 
We partnered with Manet. 
We did incredible work on 
testing, incredible work on 
vaccinations. I don’t mean 
to be saying this to pat my 
back. I’m talking about all 
those that were involved in

this thing,” he said. 

“The federal money, we 
put that on the street before 
most cities even thought 
about what they were going 
to do with it, helping people 
that were laid off, hospital- 
ity workers with rent and 
mortgage payments, small 
businesses with rent and 
mortgage payments. We put 
that money on the street as 
it was designed to be by the 
federal government, and | 
am proud of that work we 
did. 

“This is a new phase. 
This is the recovery. This 
isn’t COVID money. This is 
recovery money.” 

Koch also reiterated his 


support for finding a perma- 
nent home for Quincy Col- 
lege, which currently leases 
space inside Presidents 
Place at 1250 Hancock St., 
citing the school’s economic 
impact and the impact it has 
on the students it serves. 

“If there is no college, 
there is a lot of people out 
of work. People depend on 
that for their livelihood — 
people have to remember 
that. There is vendors and 
contractors that depend on 
them for their livelihood. It 
has a larger economic value 
than people truly under- 
stand. That’s number one,” 
the mayor said. 

“Number two is, its mis- 


sion is extremely important. 
If anything we should’ve 
learned over the last couple 
of years with what we’re 
going through, it ¢s the need 
for more community colleg- 
es. The need for more young 
people to be better trained 
to go into the workforce. If 
they don’t want to go on toa 
four-year degree, at least get 
certain training to get into a 
job that pays well. 
“The biotech 
there is a good example 
the Bruce Van Dyke grant.

Ask Barbara Graceffa: Top 20 Paint Tips For 
Success (Many I Bet You Never Heard Before!) 


‘Secretary Of The Interior’ 


I’ve never painted walls or woodwork before and 
have heard that preparation is the most important part. 
Can you share some tips? Maureen 

You heard correctly! I’ve assembled the top 20 tips for 
paint preparation. 

Clean your walls for better paint adhesion. Use a Swiffer 
duster and/or wash walls as necessary. Stubborn stains re- 
quire TSP (trisodium phosphate cleaner). Allow the walls to 
dry completely before priming and painting. 

If there are gaps between your walls and the baseboards, 
window trim, or crown molding, fill them with caulk and 
wait till dry before continuing. 

Spend the extra few minutes to remove all switch plates 
and outlet covers before you start painting. 

If you don’t take the doors off the hinges, add some Vase- 
line or lip balm to the metal hardware to repel the paint. 

Choose the best quality and proper type of paint for your 
project. When in doubt, ask the store clerk for advice. (I 
love the timesaving invention of paint and primer in one!) 

When at the paint store, hold the paint chips up vertically 
if painting walls to get a truer hue and look at them in natu- 
ral light instead of under fluorescents. 

If uncertain with color selections, paint poster boards 
and tape them to the wall. You can view samples in chang- 
ing light conditions and move them to different areas of the 
room — or another room all together. 

Sanding and priming are required if you are painting 
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newly plastered walls or untreated woodwork. 

Nail a few holes in the rim of the paint can so paint does 
not puddle along the top edge. If painting directly from the 
can itself, place a rubber band vertically around the can so 
you can scrape the top of the band to remove excess paint. 

Buy good quality brushes, rollers, paint trays, edger tool 
(for painting corners and along trim), and masking tape. 

Opt for a plastic paint stirrer with holes or drill holes in a 
wooden stirrer for better mixing. Stir for a full five minutes 
to release air bubbles but don’t be too aggressive. To reduce 
paint fumes, light a vanilla scented candle or mix 1 teaspoon 
of vanilla extract into the paint for each pint of paint. 

Before using the paint roller, defuzz it with tape or a lint 
brush. Also, rub your hands under warm water and run the 
roller through your hands so the first paint stroke will be 
smoother. 

If you are using older painter’s tape, warm it in the mi- 
crowave for ten seconds so it will peel off easier. 

After adhering your painter’s tape to the wall, run a cred- 
it card or putty knife along the edge to seal it. 

Line your paint tray with foil or a plastic bag for easy 
clean-up. 

When it comes to a drop cloth, choose the cloth version 
as they are not slippery under foot. 

So, put on somé’tnusic, start painting, and 24 hours later 
after drying, you’ll enjoy the fruits of your labor! (Sources:

program training for a spe- 
cific field. 

“It is almost half people 
of color who go there. Two- 
thirds are income eligible 
for financial aid. For all of 
the positioning politically 
they took about the diver- 
oy epernnent — we have 


a diversity department. It’s 
called Quincy College. It is 
serving this community so 
well. 


“In my opinion, to really 
cement it going forward, 
it needs a home. It needs a 
permanent home. It can’t be 
operating like it has for the 
last several decades, moving 


around the city. It needs to 
be cemented.” 

Koch also suggested the 
council might. have been 
more receptive to the pro- 
posal had it not been for the 
pandemic. 

“I will take responsibility 
again. I don’t think we pre- 
sented it well,” he said. “I 


think the pandemiic had a lot 
of implications. 

“In the old days, that 
council chamber would 
have been filled with stu- 
dents and faculty. I’m not 
so sure the vote would have 
been the same as it came out 
during the pandemic when 
you are behind a computer 
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screen. You don’t get the 
full feel of an issue. I really 
believe that. 

“We will revisit it. The 
council will have full in- 
volvement. We will make 
the case whether it is a com- 
bination of the college, city 
hall, tourist center, visitors 
center — all of those things. 
We will put together a plan, 


make a case, have commu- 
nity meetings, and then go 
forward with a plan. 

“At the end of the day, if 
that doesn’t move forward, 
then we will select a de- 
veloper and look at a com- 
mercial development on that 
site. Again, we are control- 
ling our destiny here, which 
I think is phenomenal.”

Cont'd From Page | 
in nature and would allow 
the members to get to know 
each other. 

“The commission mem- 
bers, most of them haven’t 
met each other yet,” Koch 
said. “It is probably going 
to be more introductions, set 
up the ground rules, what 
kind of a schedule are we 
looking at...they have got to 
figure all that out.” 

Koch said he planned to 
ask Cain, who is the first 
Black ) person elected to 
the City Council, to chair 
the commission at the: first 
meeting. Cain has accepted 
serving as the commission’s 
chairperson. 

Koch also said he wanted 
to let the members know his 
office would be available to 


provide assistance as need- 
ed. 

“Essentially, I am going 
to get on, thank everybody 
for serving, letting them 
know I have asked Ian to 
chair the meetings, that my 
office will be available to 
do any task they need to be 
done,” Koch said. 

“I don’t want this to be- 
come a lot of work for any 
individuals. They are all 
volunteering their time, so if 
there is research they want 
done, there is information 
they want, the city, various 
departments, can handle that 
aspect, and then I will get 
out of the way. 

“I will say hello, I will 
let them know my thoughts 
about things in the city, and 
then hopefully we get a re- 


port sometime in the fall 
from them and take it from 
there.” 

Chris Walker, the may- 
or’s chief of staff, said the 
commission is not subject 
to the state’s Open Meeting 
Law. Nevertheless, future 
meetings will likely be open 
to the public. 

“It’s not subject to it for 
a couple of reasons,” Walker 
wrote in an email. “First, the 
Commission was formed 
at the sole discretion of the 
Mayor and not by any law, 
regulation, or order from the 
City Council. Secondly, the 
decisions the Mayor makes 
based on the work of the 
Commission are his alone. 

“Future meetings are 
expected to be open to the 
public regardless of the 


Open Meeting Law.” 

Koch had announced he 
would be establishing the 
commission in March, two 
months after city council- 
lors passed an ordinance 
to create a Department of 
Social Justice and Equity, 
which would consist of a 
single employee, a direc- 
tor, who would be tasked 
to, “create equity and inclu- 
sion among all populations 
in Quincy.” The mayor did 
not include that department 
in his budget for fiscal year 
2022, which began July 1. 

During the July 8 inter- 
view, Koch said he has not 
seen problems other com- 
munities across the nation 
are facing happen in Quin- 
cy. The commission, he ex- 
plained, would probe into 


those issues. 

“I heard the message 
from some people in the 
community who felt the city 
wasn’t doing enough for 
segments of our population. 
As you know, I publicly did 
not agree with that. If you 
go back a year and a half 
before the pandemic and be- 
fore the social justice move- 
ment across the country, the 
city was flying. The school 
system was doing extremely 
well. People were moving 
here because of the schools, 
the parks, it’s a safe city,” 
Koch said. 

“I’m not saying we’re 
perfect — nobody is perfect — 
I just have not seen the types 
of issues that have been de- 
scribed nationally happen- 
ing here in Quincy.” 


“Having said that,” Koch 
continued, “I think this will 
be good for all parties, be- 
cause | think the commis- 
sion is going to learn about 
things the city is doing that 
they are not even aware’ of 
— whether it is rec programs, 
things happening in the 
schools, the libraries — and 
maybe the city learns some 
things from this process we 
weren’t aware of. 

“T think it is a good ex- 
ercise for the city to go 
through and take a hard look 
at things and make some 
recommendations going for- 
ward. I am open to ideas and 
suggestions, but at the end 
of the day, if it is a funding 
issue, it is my call then of 
course the [City] Council’s 
call.”

The developer has proposed 
adding new landscaping 
and installing a stormwa- 
ter drainage system that 
will capture runoff, treat it 
in underground chambers 
and then infiltrate it into the 
ground. 

“Our stormwater facil- 
ity is going to be improving 
the water quality and also 
reducing the runoff rate and 
volume,” Man said. “It is 
going to be a big improve- 
ment in terms of stormwater 
and the environment.” 

During the meeting , Ward 
1 Councillor David McCar- 
thy said he would like to see 
the one-unit building closest 
to the Town Brook removed 
from the development. Mc- 
Carthy said he plans to raise 
that concern as the project is 
vetted by other city boards. 

“My biggest concern in 
that last unit involved in 
that sewer easement area 
and also the proximity to the 
back of the Town Brook,” 
he said. “I am going to be 
looking to make it a little 
smaller and try to see if we 
can eliminate that last unit 
and make it parking down 
there and stay away from 
the Town Brook...and I will 
be bringing that up as we go 
along.” 

The commission unani- 
mously approved the de- 
velopment at Washington 
Street as proposed. Jeffrey 
Graeber, the commission's 
chairperson, said the one- 
unit building at the rear of 
the property did not raise 
any concerns from a conser- 


vation standpoint but might 
be something the Planning 
or Zoning Boards could ad- 
dress. 

In other action during the 
July 7 meeting, a half doz- 
en neighborhood residents 
spoke in opposition to a pro- 
posed two-family home at 
15 Jewett St. near the Rock 
Island Cove salt marsh. 

Jim Burke, the project 
engineer, said the site at 15 
Jewett St. includes 8,700 
square feet of land. An 
800-square-foot home sits 
on part of the property and 
a shed is located elsewhere 
on the site. 

The owner of the prop- 
erty, Loan Doan, has pro- 
posed tegring down the 
shed and building a new, 
1 200-square-foot, two- 
family home in its place. 

Burke said the first floor 
of the proposed home, 
which would sit below flood 
level, would be used for ga- 
rage space. The walls of the 
garage would include six 
flow-through panels. 

The living space in the 
new building would be lo- 
cated above flood level, 
Burke added. 

Residents said they were 
opposed to the construction 
of a new home on site, cit- 
ing flooding in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Teresa DiBona of Jew- 
ett Street said the area is 
prone to flooding during 
major storms like those seen 
in 1978, 1991 and 2018. 
Neighbors had to pump out 
their basements as recently 


as this month, she added, af- 
ter four straight days of rain 
between June 30 and July 3. 

“In the flood of 2018, 
which made national news, 
I had to swim my children 
to Kilby Road...We lost 
so much. We lost cars. The 
land was eroded. Vegetation 
was killed. We are still try- 
ing to recover from this to- 
day,” DiBona said. 

“When does overdevel- 
opment stop, especially in a 
flood-prone area?” 

Patricia Peach, who 
also lives on Jewett Street, 
shared the same concerns. 

“I am really hoping that 
this committee can see that 
for this neighborhood, this 


is not a good fit,” she said. 
“Please help us protect our 
investments and the beauti- 
ful land around us.” 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said the project 
should not go forward. 

“We really need to be 
more responsible about 
what we are allowing to be 
built in Quincy. This is an 
area that should not be al- 
lowed,” she said. “This is 
definitely one of the things 
we should be taking a stand 
on as a COMmmunity to say no 
to. It is not something we 
need.” 

McCarthy, the Ward | 
councillor, said, “The area 
might be that one area where 


it might be best to leave it 
open in regards to absorbing 
rainwater.” 

“That might be sor 
thing the city looks at so 
there is no buildable struc- 
tures down at the end of end 
of those streets,” he added. 

The Conservation Com- 
mission did not vote on the 
matter during its meeting on 
July 8. The public hearing 
on the proposal was contin- 
ued to Aug. 4. 

Burke, the project en- 
gineer, said he would look 
into concerns raised about 
the proposal ahead of the 
upcoming meeting. The 
proposed home, he added, 
would neither alleviate nor 


worsen flooding in the area. 

“We are going to look 
into a lot of different things 
that were mentioned today. I 
can certainly understand the 
concern given the amount 
of flooding that goes on in 
that part of town. This par- 
ticularly home won’t either 
impact it or correct it. I can 
honestly say that,” Burke 
said. 

“I can say that what we 
are proposing does meet the 
performance standards for 
construction within this re- 
source area.” 

The project would also 
require approval from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals 
before it can move forward.

AAA? Gasoline Prices Rise 2 Cents 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up 2 cents from 
last week ($3.00), averaging 
$3.02 per gallon. Monday’s 
price is 8 cents higher than 
a month ago ($2.94), and 89 
cents higher than July 12, 
2020 ($2.13). Massachu- 
setts’s average gas price is 
12 cents lower than the na- 
tional average. 

“Peak summer driving 


season is in ‘full-swing as 
Americans hit the road to 
explore, and gas prices are 
not backing down,” said 
Mary Maguire, AAA North- 
east Director of Public and 
Government Affairs. “On 
average, motorists are pay- 
ing almost a dollar more a 
gallon than last summer to 
fill up and close to 40 cents 
more than in 2019.” 


AAA Northeast’s July 12 
survey of fuel prices found 
the current national aver- 
age to be | cent higher than 
last week ($3.13), averaging 
$3.14 a gallon. Monday’s 
national average price is 7 
cents higher than a month 
ago ($3.07), and 95 cents 
higher than this day last year 
($2.19). 


O’Donnell Reports Ongoing 
Positive Real Estate Activity 
In Norfolk County 


Continuing a trend seen 
over the past several months, 
Register of Deeds William 
P. O’Donnell reports a sig- 
nificant increase in deed 
recordings and mortgage 
lending in Norfolk County 
during the month of June. 

O’Donnell noted that 
a noticeable uptick in both 
real estate sales and lend- 
ing transactions happened 
last month. According to 
the register’s report, during 
the month of June, Norfolk 
County real estate sales, 
both residential and com- 
mercial, totaled 2,222, a 
healthy 46% increase year 
over year from 2020 to 
2021. 

“The Norfolk County 
real estate market continues 
to be strong,” O’Donnell 
said. “There were 17,977 
documents recorded at the 
Norfolk County Registry 
of Deeds in June which is 
a 14% increase over last 
year’s June document vol- 
ume. Average sale price, 
again including both resi- 
dential and commercial 
sales, increased 13% over 
2020 to $896,372.58. Low 
inventory of properties for 
sale are keeping prices for 
real estate up. Low inter- 
est rates are helping buyers 
afford the home prices of 
these properties. It is pleas- 
ing to see that the real estate 
market has been solid and 
steady.” 

Even though there was 
a considerable increase to 
the monies for mortgages 
the number of mortgages 
recorded decreased over 
the previous year’s num- 
bers. There were 3,997 
mortgages recorded during 
the month which is an 5% 
decrease over 2020. Total 
amount of money borrowed 
for mortgages county wide 
was well over 2 billon, a 
75% increase compared to 
June 2020. 

“While some of the mort- 
gages are due to purchases 
and sales of real estate, there 
are a large numbér of indi- 
viduals and families taking 
advantage off historically 
low interest rates by refi- 
nancing existing mortgages. 
Individuals have different 
motivations to refinance. 
Some refinance to reduce 
their monthly payments, 
others to take some years off 
their debt while still others 
are using the money to pay 
for home improvements and 
other capital expenditures” 
O’Donnell said. 

“There has been a strong 
demand for housing, single 
family housing particular, 
coupled with a limited sup- 
ply of available housing 
stock and historically low 
interest rates which could 


be motivating buyers to do 
what is necessary to secure 
housing. Lending activity 
was up. The growth in num- 
bers seen in 2020 contin- 
ues into 2021,” O’Donnell 
added. 

A moratorium on fore- 
closures in place during the 
pandemic in 2020 was lifted 
Oct. 17, 2020. This morato- 
rium was in place due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. The 
Norfolk County Registry 
of Deeds has been closely 
watching the foreclosure 
market. 

“During June of 2021 
there were four foreclosure 
deeds recorded as a result of 
foreclosure processes taking 
place in Norfolk County,” 
O’Donnell said. “Addition- 
ally, there were 15 Notices 
to Foreclosure Mortgages, 
the first step in the fore- 
closure process, recorded 
here in Norfolk County. 
A foreclosure recording is 
very impactful on those be- 
ing foreclosed on. June of 
2020 there were no Notices 
to Foreclosure Mortgages 
and 6 foreclosure Deeds. 
Though it is great to see 
that the Foreclosure deed 
numbers have decreased, it 
is troubling to see the No- 
tices of Foreclosure have 
increased so much. We will 
continue to monitor these 
numbers.” 

Additionally, for the past 
several years, the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
has partnered with Quincy 
Community Action Pro- 
grams, 617-479-8181 x376, 
and NeighborWorks Hous- 
ing Solutions, 508-587- 
0950 to help anyone fac- 
ing challenges paying their 
mortgage. Another option 
for homeowners is to con- 
tact the Massachusetts At- 
torney General’s Consumer 
Advocacy and Response 
Division (CARD) at 617- 
727-8400. 

“If you are having diffi- 
culty paying your monthly 
mortgage,” O’Donnell said, 
“please consider contact- 
ing one of these non-profit 
agencies for help and guid- 
ance.” 

Homestead recordings 
by owners of homes and 
condominiums continue 
to increase this year at the 
Norfolk County Registry. of 
Deeds in June. There was a 
42% increase in homestead 
recordings in June 2021 
compared to June 2020. 

“A Homestead ' provides 
limited protection against 
the forced sale of an indi- 
vidual’s primary residence 
to satisfy unsecured debt 
up to $500,000,” O’ Donnell 
pointed out. “It is great to 
see folks protecting the big- 
gest asset most of us have, 


our homes. I would urge 
anyone who has not availed 
themselves of this important 
consumer protection tool to 
consider doing so. Please 
visit the Registry website 
at www.norfolkdeeds.org 
to get more information on 
homestead protection.” 

Inconclusion,O’ Donnell 
said: 

“Many small businesses 
and specific sectors of our 
economy, such as restaurant 
and hospitality, have been 
negatively impacted by the 
COVID-19 pandemic. One 
sector that continued to 
thrive during the pandemic 
is the real estate market, par- 
ticularly the residential mar- 
ket. There have been many 
factors that have kept the 
Norfolk County real estate 
market viable. The Registry 
of Deeds was operational 
every work day during the 
pandemic. The Registry of 
Deeds continues to be open 
for business. Come on by. 
As society begins to re- 
open, restrictions are lifted 
and emergency COVID-19 
orders expire the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds is 
open to the public for busi- 
ness. 

“The drop-off box locat- 
ed outside the main entrance 
of the Registry Building for 
the time being will continue 
to be available for use by 
those members of the public 
who may not be comfortable 
in entering the Registry of 
Deeds Building. Land docu- 
ments are being recorded 
electronically for many of 
our institutional users. We 
are also receiving docu- 
ments in person, via regular 
mail, Federal Express and 
from those placed in our 
drop-off box located just 
outside our main entrance at 
649 High St., Dedham.”

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Driving On Spare Tires, Extended Service Warranties 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England's Car Doctor 


I was wondering what your opinion would be about 
my wife’s 2014 Chevrolet Captiva. The rear windshield 
washer goes on and stays on after starting up and runs 
until it empties the reservoir. After looking at Chevy 
forums the popular opinion was battery harness volt- 
age problem. Based on this, I had the battery harness 
replaced and, it didn’t fix the problem. The local dealer 
goes right to.body control computer, is not generating 
code, and has no other BCM symptoms. I’d appreciate 
any feedback you have. Currently I have disconnected 
the wiper system and replaced the battery. 

Yes, the common fix has been replacing the battery cable 
due to a voltage drop issue. If there is no longer a voltage 
drop and the ground circuits look good, then it is time to 
move onto more diagnostic testing. Here is how it works. 
When the windshield washer switch is pressed, ground is 
applied through the switch contacts and the windshield 
washer switch signal circuit to the body control module 
(BCM) indicating the windshield wash request. The BCM 
then energizes the relay by applying ground through the 
control circuit to the coil side of the relay. With the wash 
relay energized, battery voltage from the fuse is applied 
through the switch side of the relay and out to the control 
circuit of the windshield washer fluid pump. Any short to 
ground or short to power could cause the problem. And 
yes, the BCM could be the issue, but I would want to check 
with a bidirectional scan tool to see what happens when the 
washer command is initiated. 

My daughter got a flat tire on her Volkswagen Jetta 
where she lives. She got the spare tire on, but now must 
drive 180 miles home. She knows she can’t drive on the 
spare tire for long. How long can you drive on a tempo- 
rary spare tire? 

Generally, driving on a temporary spare tire should be 
limited to 50 miles per hour and about 50-60 miles of travel. 
Temporary spare tires are designed to get you to a service 
station or tire store. Depending on the condition of the tires 
it may be best to replace the damaged tire and the other tire 
on the same axle. In addition, current thinking is to put the 
newest tires on the rear of the car. 

For a dead battery replacement, I’m told that in addi- 
tion to a new battery purchase a memory card is needed 
to store a code. As the car is several years old, where do 
I get a code number. Are separate numbers needed for 
ignition, radio, and air conditioning? 

Some vehicles have radios that have anti-theft codes (no 
memory cars) that when the battery is disconnected goes 
into theft mode and a code needs to be entered to turn the ra- 
dio back on. When AAA replaces batteries, we use memory 
saving tools to prevent this from happening. As far as the 
running of the vehicle, there may be a bit of relearn (start/ 
stall) but that will clear up in a few minutes. Some other ve- 
hicles also need to have the battery registered using a dedi- 
cated tool to the vehicle for proper charging. 

My air conditioner went out on my 2012 Honda Ac- 
cord. I was told I need air conditioner compressor kit. 
The price range $1,000 and up — is this reasonable? 

Depending on where the compressor is purchased the 
price varies from an online parts store as low as $200 to 
$800 from Honda. It will take about three hours to install the 
compressor and recycle and recharge the refrigerant. 

I have owned this 2015 Toyota Tacoma V-6 automatic 
4x4 since new. It now has about 48,000 miles on it. How 
often should the transmission and differential fluids be 
changed? No problems yet, but I keep my vehicles a long 
time. 

Technically Toyota only recommends checking the fluid 
condition and changing them if a problem is detected. If this 
were my truck and I wanted to keep it forever, I would fol- 
low the trailer towing guidelines and change the differential, 
transfer case and transmission fluids every 60,000 miles.

In January 2021 I found and purchased a brand new 
2019 Ford Mustang GT Premium Convertible. The car 
was built in June 2019, so sat around for 18 months. I 
love the car and the sound of the 5.0 Coyote V8 engine. 
It’s only driven on weekend highway rides with my kids. 
A week after I brought it home, the check engine light 
came on, and the FordPass app alerted me, stating the 
engine control system is unable to control the fuel pres- 
sure as expected. Two trips to the dealer found codes 
P008A low fuel pressure and P068A related to low bat- 
tery. The battery was tested, failed, and replaced. A few 
weeks later, the car stalled with the same messages, but 
before I could get to the dealer, the check engine light 
went out and all seemed well. A few weeks after that, the 
check engine light came on again, with the same mes- 
sages. Do I have a lemon? Is there some electric gremlin 
at play? Should I try a trickle charger on the battery 
since the car is only used on weekends? Any advice will 
be appreciated as it’s terribly inconvenient to keep run- 
ning to the dealer. Also, the problems are really ruining 
enjoyment of the car. 

Starting with a fully charged battery makes sense. In fact, 
it is possible the replacement battery was not fully charged 
when it was installed. I would get a float style battery charger 
(Battery Tender is one brand) and fully charge the battery. I 
would also use the battery charger whenever the car sits for 
more than a few days to keep the battery fully charged. Prior 
to recharging the battery disconnect the cables and touch 
them together for about a minute. This will completely clear 
the computer memory. When the car is restarted for the first 
time it may stall or act odd, until it relearns proper opera- 
tion. If you still have a problem after this then you will need 
to go back to the dealer for warranty repairs. 

My 2019 Kia Soul with 31,284 miles on it has a por- 
tion of the warranty that is about to expire. The dealer 
is offering an extended warranty/service agreement. Do 
you think it might be worth it? 

The basic warranty is five years or 60,000 miles which- 
ever comes first. The powertrain warranty is 10 years or 
100,000 miles. To me it seems too early to pay for some- 
thing that will most likely be covered by the factory war- 
ranty. 

My car has been safely tucked in my garage due 
to illness. The battery needs charging to get started. I 
also plan on getting an oil change, tire check and fluids 
checked. My car is a 2006 Toyota Camry with only 82, 
000 miles. My car should be okay right? 

Let your repair shop know the car has been sitting for a 
time. In fact, depending how long the car has been sitting it 
may be best to get it towed to your repair shop. Slow charge 
the battery and change the oil and check the vital fluids. 
Check the brakes, tires and add gas stabilizer and gas line 
antifreeze to the fuel. This will help if the gasoline picked 
up any moisture. Take it easy with the car until is shakes the 
cobwebs out. 

I have a fully. optioned 2011 Dodge Citadel with the 
5.7-liter engine. Over the 10 years I have owned the ve- 
hicle it has stalled unexpectedly three times. It appears 
to be an electrical system failure and the headlights and 
taillights flicker. The first time it happened, I had the car 
towed to a dealer and they said that they could not find 
any issues. The last two times it happened, I was able to 
remove the negative cable to the battery. When recon- 
nected, the car started and ran normally. I researched 
online and I saw some discussion about alternator or 
computer module problems. What are your thoughts 
and suggestions on how to diagnose and correct? This is 
my wife’s car with only 70,000 miles on it and I want her 
to be able to drive it with confidence. 

The first place I would be looking is a faulty ground 
circuits and poor connections to common relays. Also, this

vehicle, like many Dodge Durango models had a recall to 
the fuel pump relay. Unfortunately, there is also a problem 
with the replacement fuel pump relay which could lead to 
stalling. ; 

Reader comment: | ran across your column and appre- 
ciate your solid practical advice. I’m a former GM Good- 
wrench mechanic from the 1980s and have had a couple of 
other careers since then, but worked my way through col- 
lege and grad school, working on everything from a 1925 
Model A used in a Norman Rockwell painting to Mercedes 
and BMW. A recent column contained an inquiry on dis- 
posal of old diesel fuel. For diesel and kerosene, some folks 
(mostly shops but a few rural homes) have heaters that run 
on used motor oil or diesel. I ran across a guy on Craigslist 
who takes my “old” diesel and kerosene and heats his repair 
shop with it. Thanks for the tip, it sounds like you had an 
interesting career. 

I own a 2007 Shelby GT500. I bought it new, and it 
has only 11,000 miles on it. When I was in Florida my 
battery maintainer failed and the battery went dead. I 
put in a new battery and now my Shaker 500 CD player 
keeps cycling and I cannot get the CD out. It keeps cy- 
cling even when the radio is shut off and the key is out of 
the ignition. Have you heard of this or know a remedy? 
It’s driving me nuts. 

This seems to be a fairly common problem with this au- 
dio system. Unfortunately, it doesn’t look like an easy or 
quick fix. You certainly could try completely disconnecting 
the radio and repowering it to see if that resets the control 
unit, although it might discharge the CD, the unit may still 
cycle as if there is a CD trying to eject. At this point you 
will need to send the unit out for repair or upgrade to an 
aftermarket unit. 

My 2020 Hyundai Kona will display a “battery dis- 
charge” warning on the dash. I have taken the car to the 
dealer on multiple occasions, and they can’t find any- 
thing wrong. The car only has 4500 miles on it, I didn’t 
expect these kinds of problems with a new car. What can 
I do? 

This warning will come on when the battery is discharg- 
ing. Typically, this will happen if you are sitting in the car 
with the radio on (accessory or key-on) with the engine not 
running. It is Hyundai method of warning the driver that 
continuing to do this could cause the battery to go dead. 
The other possible issue is the battery is not being fully re- 
charged. This is possible since you have only driven 4500 
miles in a year. At this point I would want the battery to be 
slowly recharged and then tested. At the same time the car 
should be checked for a parasitic drain. Some Kona models 
had an issue with the rear hatch not fully closing which kept 
the courtesy lights on. 

My cargo van has a removable seat and I think my 
kids were playing in the van and put a handful on pen- 
nies in the space where the seat locks to the floor. Now 
every time I stop, I hear the pennies sliding. Since they 
are pennies, I can’t use a magnet to get them out. Any 
idea how I can quiet the noise? 

Years ago, I saw a similar problem and it was fixed by 
squirting grease in the channel where the seat locks in. The 
grease only worked until it got warm and started to “melt” 
and then the noise came back, quieter but back. The other 
issue 1s grease has an odor. If this were my vehicle, | would 
first try fishing the pennies out with a wire attached to some- 
thing sticky. If that didn’t work, I would try spraying the 
area with expanding foam. The foam should glue the pen- 
nies in place and stop the noise. 

Are you familiar with the Shine Armor products? Do 
they work as well as they claim especially the scratch 
remover? 

[I am not familiar with the Shine Armor line of products. 
When it comes to scratch remover, the test for a scratch is if 
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you can catch your finger- 
nail on the paint, you won’t 
make the scratch disappear. 
You may minimize its ap- 
pearance, but the paint is 
damaged and can only be 
repaired with touchup paint. 
There are many spray-on 
detailing products, I have 
tried a few and found most 
of the “hybrid ceramic” 
sprays to be similar. Some 
will smell better; others 
have better spray bottles but 
in my very unscientific test- 
ing the end result appears, 
about the same. 

I want to replace my old 
Nissan Frontier. What is 
your opinion of the latest 
Honda Ridgeline truck? 

The Honda Ridgeline is 
in my opinion the best com- 
pact/midsized pickup truck 
sold today. The engine is 
powerful and performs well. 
The cargo bed is useful, and 
the lockable hidden trunk 
is very handy. The interior 
is comfortable with plenty 
of room for four adults. My 
only critique is the lack of a 
radio tuning knob and I’m 
not wild about the push but- 
ton shifter. 

Pre-COVID you came 
out to our senior center 
and did a talk about car 
care and it was quite in- 
formative. With all the in- 
terest in electric cars these 
days could you do a talk 
about hybrids and other 
electric vehicles? Perhaps 
you can do the talk virtu- 
ally from home?

I have a Kia Soren- 
to with four-wheel disc 
brakes. I had both the 
front and rear brake pads 
replaced at around 50,000 
miles. The other day I 
stepped on the brakes and 
heard a scrapping sound. I 
took the vehicle into a lo- 
cal repair shop and they 
told me I need rear brakes. 
When I asked about the 
front brakes, they told me 
they looked almost new. I 
saw the right rear brakes 
and they were grinding. 
The shop replaced the 
brake pads and rotors, 
and all seems fine. What 
happened? 

Since the shop didn’t re- 
place the calipers or brake 
hoses the only possibility 
is the caliper slides on the 
right side rusted keeping 
the brakes slightly applied. 
With all of the corrosive 
materials used to the road- 
ways to prevent ice covered 
roads in the winter, we are 
seeing more rust that causes 
calipers to bind. Depending 
how and where you drive 
cleaning and _ lubricating 
brake caliper slides can be 


good preventative mainte- 


nance. 


We have a 2003 Hyun- 
dai Santa-Fe. It is our 
fourth vehicle in our 
household that I try to 
keep running. We use it 
for trips to the transfer 
station and when be need 
more room than our fleet 
of compact cars. The car 
won’t start. I replaced the 
battery with one from an- 
other car and checked all 
of the connections. I even 
replaced the starter, and 
it still won’t start. Any 
ideas? 

I suspect the transmission 
range switch (neutral safety 
switch) may be faulty. The 
switch is located on top of 
the transaxle under the bat- 
tery tray. Considering the 
switch location; it can rust 
and go out of adjustment 
which can cause a failure to 
Start. 

I have a Ford Explorer 
and the right front win- 
dow won’t go up or down. 
I replaced the motor, and 
switch (used parts from 
a junk yard) and still the 
window won’t work. What 
now? 

The most common is- 
sue is a wire has broken 
from the driver’s side mas- 
ter switch to the body of 
the car. One of the wires in 
the large loom at the door 
hinge, breaks due to years 
of flexing as the door opens 
and closes. Two tests, ap- 
ply power and ground to 
the motor to make sure your 
used motor is operational 
and while holding the win-

Umbrella Stand — Umbrel- 
las were invented over 4,000 
years ago in China. They were 
used for protection from sun, 
not rain. Umbrellas became 
fashionable in the 16th century, 
when women made use of um- 
brellas for sun and sometimes 
for rain. There were few water- 
proof coverings, and the hoodie 
wasn’t created until the 20th 
century. 

Umbrellas were hard to store, 
but they were useful and need- 
ed. Large Victorian houses 
had an entrance hall and a new 
piece of furniture, the hall tree, 
was created. It was a tall mir- 
ror with a decorative frame with 
hooks to hold coats, hats, boots 
and wet or dry umbrellas. De- 
signers made vases, wire cages 
and other imaginative holders, 
shaped like people, animals, 
tree stumps and more, to store 
umbrellas. Most were made of 
iron Or ceramics. The most elab- 
orate wooden stands included 
carved bears, while those made 
of cast iron were often statues of 
famous royalty, military men or 
representations of nature. 


Eldred’s Auctions recently sold 
an unusual umbrella stand. It 
was cast iron, a platform topped 
by two griffins holding a high- 
er platform with anchors and 
a 4-foot-high statue of a man 
in military uniform. He had a 
folded jacket sleeve in place of 
his right arm, shoulder epaulets, 
medals and a tricorne hat sug- 
gesting a high-ranking naval 
hero. Horatio Lord Nelson, a 
famous British admiral, lost his 
right arm as well as an eye from 
combat injuries, but still led the 
English navy to defeat Napo- 
leon’s navy and change history. 
Nelson died in 1805. Although 
he was married, he had a scan- 
dalous affair with Lady Ham- 
ilton, who was also married. It 
was well-known and is men- 
tioned in many history books as 
one of the great romances.

The bidding by the opponents often 
helps declarer find his best line of play. 
In this deal, for example, South has a far 
greater chance of making four hearts 
because of East’s opening bid than 
he would if East-West had remained 
silent. East’s one-spade opening drew 
a neat blueprint for declarer to follow 
to asuccessful conclusion. 

West led the jack of spades, and 
East took the king with the ace and

cashed the queen. East then returned 
the jack of diamonds. 

Having already lost two tricks, 
South’s problem was to avoid two 
club losers. This could not be done 
against most divisions of the East- 
West cards, but South found the win- 
ning solution by relying largely on 
the clues furnished by the bidding. 

Declarer could see 12 points indum- 
my and 15 points in his own hand. 
This left only 13 points to account 
for East’s opening bid, and even that 
number had been reduced to 12 by 
West's lead of the jack of spades. East 
was therefore virtually certain to hold 
both the king and queen of clubs. All 
that remained was to take advantage 
of this knowledge. 

Declarer won the jack of diamonds 
with the queen, drew two rounds of 
trump, and ruffed his last spade in 
dummy. He then played the king of 
diamonds to the ace and led a low club. 

When West followed low, declarer 
played the nine. East won with the 
king but then had to return a spade, 
a diamond or a club, and whichever 
he chose was bound to give South the 
rest of the tricks. 

Of course, if East had held the ten of 
clubs in addition to the K-Q, this line 
of play would not have worked. But 
in that case, no other approach would 
have been successful either.

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Chronic vs. 


Acute Pain 


DEAR DR. ROACH: What 
is the difference between 
chronic pain and acute pain? 
How can I best describe my 
chronic pain when it is vari- 
able in intensity but negative- 
ly impacts so much of my life 
and my activities? Are there 
things my doctor should con- 
sider or suggest in my treat- 
ment or in communicating 
with me?--P.P.C. 

ANSWER: Acute pain is 
usually due to an injury or in- 
fection, and we expect heal- 
ing to occur relatively quickly. 
Chronic pain is expected to go 
on for at least six months. In 
some people, acute pain is not 
treated adequately at the time of 
injury, and the brain and body 
learn to be in pain chronically. 

The reason for pain is per- 
fectly obvious in some cases, 
but in others, it is not possible to 
identify the exact cause of pain. 
Most times, pain is due to dam- 
aged nerves (neuropathic pain); 
injury or degeneration in the 
musculoskeletal system (osteo- 
arthritis and many kinds of back 
pain); inflammatory pain (due 
to infection or inflammatory 
diseases like rheumatoid arthri- 
tis); and compressive pain (such 
as kidney stones or cancer). 

Chronic pain affects many 
parts of your life, as you cor- 
rectly note, and an experienced 
doctor will ask about the ef- 
fect of pain on your social life, 
mood (depression is very com- 
mon), relationships, sleep, ex- 
ercise and occupation. People 
with more severe problems will 
have limitations in their activi- 
ties of daily living. 

Many people with chronic 
pain have almost given up com- 
municating the scope of the 
problems they have, as they 
don’t like “complaining” all the 
time, or they feel their loved 
ones are tired of hearing about 
it. However, getting a thorough 
history of the effect of all these 
dimensions of pain is important 
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for your doctor. Questionnaires 
like the Brief Pain Inventory 
address more areas of function 
than a typical 1-10 pain scale, 
and may be useful to monitor 
response to treatment. Experts 
in pain management are more 
likely to have the knowledge 
and experience to communi- 
cate about pain effectively, and 
truly effective treatment for 
chronic pain requires under- 
standing it. 

There can be pain without 
suffering. Suffering is the emo- 
tional component brought on 
by fear: “How bad am I going 
to hurt today? Will I ever be 
able to work again? All of my 
relationships are suffering.” 
Learning to live a function- 
centered life is key in the treat- 
ment of chronic pain. It isn’t 
easy and requires a multidisci- 
plinary approach. 

The time of prescribing pain 
medications, especially opi- 
ates, without a comprehensive 
plan for long-term pain man- 
agement, should be over.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I’m 
a 79-year-young female and 
take one 200-mg tablet of 
magnesium oxide before bed- 
time to keep leg cramps at 
bay. I sleep really deeply and 
wonder if it has side effects or 
long-term consequences? I’m 
generally not a sound sleeper, 
so taking the MagOx daily 
seems to help me get a good 
night’s rest.-- J.L. 

ANSWER: Magnesium ox- 
ide in the low dose of 200 mg 
is quite safe for most people. 
It is often used as an antacid at 
up to four times that dose. Di- 
arrhea is the major side effect. 
In people with kidney disease, 
magnesium should be used 
with caution, and only at the 
advice of a physician. 

It doesn’t help everyone with 
leg cramps, but it is effective 
for some people, anecdotally. 
I have not heard of it making 
people sleep more deeply.

The run came on an RBI 
single with the bases loaded 
with two outs in the bottom 
of the fifth inning. Mayo 
prevented a runner on third 
from scoring with two outs 
in the sixth inning with a 
ground out to the pitcher. 

Morrisette added two 
more hits to the scorebook 
at the plate in the sixth and 
seventh innings, but the 
team was unable to score 
any more runs. The hit in 
the sixth inning came from 
Desmond while the hit in 
the seventh came from Cor- 
mac Joyce. Each of those 
hits were singles.
